HITCHCOCK SEES RATIFICATION 


Democratic and Republican Friends 


of the Pact Renew Effort* to Secure 
Compromise Despite President Wil 
son's 
Pronouncement 
For Taking 


the Question to the People In the 
Political Campaign. 


Washington. Jan. 10.—Democratic 


and Republican friends of the peace 
treaty in the senate renewed their 
effort to secure a compromise ratifi- 
cation. 


Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, the 


acting Democratic leader, said he did 
not regard President Wilson's decla- 
ration as calculated to cut off any 
reasonable compromise, and. predicted 
ratification before the campaign was 
under way. 


The mild reservation group of Re- 


publicans took much the same view, 
and the group of Democrats who have 
been urgent in their demand for a 
compromise 
declared their position 


was in no way altered. 


Discussion of compromise reserva- 


tions, accordingly, went forward as 
actively as before, a conference being 
arranged on the Republican side tc 
take up in detail the set of reserva 
tions submitted recently by Senatoi 
Kendrick 
of Wyoming and othei 


Democrats. It was said a countei 
proposal might be drawn up within a 
few days, and all of the parties to 
the negotiations seemed hopeful that 
an agreement ultimately -would be 
reached. 


Among the treaty's irreconcilable 


foes, however, the president's stand 
and the statement of Senator Lodge 
of 
Massachusetts, the 
Republican 


senate leader, that he would "most 
cordially welcome" the treaty as ,a 
political issue, were hailed as having 
definitely put the question into the 
campaign. This group 
consistently 


has predicted a failure for the com- 
promise negotiations, and they are 
more positive than ever that there 
will be no agreement. 


Hitchcock to Proceed. 


In announcing that the compromise 


plans would go ahead, Senator Hitch- 
cock said that of course the Demo- 
crats could not agree to any com- 
promise Titally impairing the trejrty. 
and that there would be an endeavor 
to work out such reservations as the 
president could accept. 


Some other Democrats were not so 


emphatic on that point, however, de- 
claring privately that they would take 
the best compromise they could get 
and then put 
the 
responsibility 


straight up to the White House. 


The speech of Mr. Bryana at the 


Jackson day banquet here, which, in 
addition to opposing any effort to 
carry the treaty into the campaign, 
advocated a speedy compromise, was 
put into the senate r»cord by Sena- 
tor McCormick, Republican, Illinois, 
after the president's letter announc- 
ing his stand had been presented by 
Senator Hitchcock. 
Senator McCor- 


mick requested that the two "be 
printed in juxtaposition, in view of 
reports that they are agreed on the 
treaty." 


Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, a 


reservation Democrat, put in a letter 
from President Lowell of Harvard, 
asking that the Democrats show a 
willingness to compromise on article 
10. Hitherto an advocate of unre- 
served ratifiction, Dr. Lowell wrote 
that he was convinced article 10 im- 
posed objectionable obligations. 


Mr. Bryan did not tarry long in 


Washington, leaving early in the day 
for Lincoln, where he will speak 
Monday. He will deliver an address 
in New York Jan. 18. So far as was 
learned, he did not confer with Dem- 
ocratic leaders here before his depar- 
ture.

AUSTRIA APPEALS • 


TO AMERICAN PEOPLE 


S«ei Millions T&reitened With 


Anarcty and Starvation. 


Washington, Jan. Id—An appeal to 


the American people to extend aid 
.to 7,000,000 Austrians threatened with 
anarchy and death by starvation dur- 
ing the winter has been forwarded to 
Washington by Baron Eichoff, who is 
head of the Austrian peace delegation. 


"The perishing under the eyes of 


the whole world of 7,000,000 of hu- 
man beings who, in the face of inev- 
itable starvation would fight each 
other in utmost despair, were a catas- 
trophe unparalleled in history and an 
everlasting stain on the civilization 
of the twentieth century. 


"Confidingly the Austrian people 


appeal to the feelings of justice and 
of humanity of the American nation, 
notwithstanding economic' and polit- 
ical difficulties which might be op- 
posed to the relief action. The mag- 
nanimous American nation will not 
be deaf to the voice of commisera- 
tion. 


"It is impossible that a people of 


7,000,000 must die when a compara- 
tively slight effort of the United 
States could save them." 


NEW RAID IMMINENT 


Roundup of Three National Groups of 


Reds Contemplated. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Secret serv- 


ice agents throughout the country are 
in the midst of preliminary work for 
a third big roundup of radicals, it was 
learned at the department of justice. 
Directed by Attorney General Palmer, 
the agents are collecting evidence 
against the members of three national 
groups of "reds." Other departments 
of the government are co-operating. 
Conferences are being held with se- 
cret service agents of the postoffice 
and treasury departments. Immigra- 
tion authorities are ready to assist 
Pamer when their aid is needed. 


The names of the three groups un- 


der investigation naturally are being 
withheld lest their officers and mem- 
bers become warned to destroy in-! 
criminating evidence. Their avowed j 
aims, however, are said to be fully j 
as antagonistic to law and order as!
